IMMENSE CROWD GREETS HIM

Declares That Chicago Platform Is 
Only One of 1896 That Can Now 
Be Repeated by the People, 

All Others Having 
Been Forgotten. 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 25.—The state 
democratic committee set the pace for the 
democracy of other states today by mak- 
ing Colonel William J. Bryan its choice 
in 190. This action 
was taken by the committee while Colo- 
ne} Bryan was on his way to’ Harrisbure 
from New York to attend the meeting 
and confer with the party leaders. This 
is probably the first time in the party's 
history that the democrats of Pennsylva- 


for the presidency 


nia have- indicated their choice for presi- 
dent in advance of the state convention... 
There was a large attendance of demo- 
crats from all over the state to meet 
Colone!] Bryan and hear him discuss the 
issues on which the coming campaign will 
be waged. 


The state convention will be held in 


this city on April 5th, and will adopt a 
platform along the lines laid down by the 
Nebraska orator in his speech tonight 
before 5,000 at the Kelker street 
hall. The platform wil] indorse the Chi- 
cago declaration of denounce 
the trusts and imperialism, advocate 
ballot reform and pure elections and con- 
The convention 
will also nominate carglidates for audi- 
tor general, congressman at large, the 
presidential electors and elect elght dele- 
gates to the national convention. 
Bryan Reaches Harrisburg. 

Colonel Bryan reached here at 3 o’clock 
and Was escorted to the board of trade 
rooms, Where the state comm’‘ttee was 
in session, by a committee representing 
the state and local democratic commit- 
tees. He was introduced to the assemb- 
lage by State Chairman Rilling. At the 
close of the meeting he held an informal 
reception at the Commonwealth hotel, 
and he was the guest of Mayor Fritchey 
at a dinner party at which Colonel Guf- 
fey, Chairman Rilling and other party 
leaders were present. After tonight's 
meeting he attended a session of the 
Jocal lodge of Modern Woodmen, of which 
he is an active member at his home in 
Lincoln. Colonel Bryan will go from here 
to Smyrna and Wilmington, Del., 
from there to Washington to meet 
National leaders. 

A large crowd greeted the 
at this afternoon's meeting. 
ed that the voung men were growing to 
See that republican principles of monop-

“We appreciate the odds eastern demo- 
crats have to contend against,’ said he. 
“It is easy to be a democrat in the south 
and it is easier to be a democrat in the 
west than it used to be.

The democrats ought to make 
Progress in this state, because the re- 
publican party is more corrupt in this 
state than in anv other state in the‘union. 
Unless the people have forgotten to think 
and act for themselves they ought fo 
rise up and wipe the republican party out 
of existence. I believe we are going to 
win in the’ campaign of 1900.” 

He Handles the Money Question. 

At tonight’s meeting Mr. Bryan opened 
with congratulations to the Pennsylva- 
hia democracy on the auspicious opening 
of the campaign of 1900, and predicted that 
the vote there this year would be iarge- 
ly increased both because of the issues 
and because of the hostility which ma~- 
Chine politics is arousing among repub- 
licans. After reiterating his idea as to 
the dollar mark in republican politics, Mr. 
Bryan said: 

“Isn't it strange that men who have 
labored to fasten the gold standard on 
their country for thirty years should 
now be defending their pogition by ar- 
Suments that have arisen since the elec- 
tion? When I say that reverses in a wart 
With a handful of Boers will shake our 
financial system, where will be the gold 
Standard -if England ever attacks a na- 
“on of her size and gets into a real war? 
When we join ourselves to the gold stand- 
ard, when we make ‘gold alone the legal 
tender for the payment of debts, we can- 
nect ourselves with every disturbance in 
Europe and make ourselves dependent 

upon their condition for our prosperity.” 

Colonel Bryan said the republican party 
Seeks to fasten on this country a perpetu- 
al and ever-increasing debt in order that 
the banks may control the volume of the 
People’s money. When a man tells you

| Utah Man Defends His Marital Obli- 

gations in Plain Language. 
Washington, January 25.—Brigham HH. 
Roberts gave out the folloWing statement 
| tonight in relation to his exclusion: 
| ‘I was elected by the people of Utah 
| as their representative by the substantia} 
plurality of 5,665 votes. An effort was 
made by what I. belfeve to be an uncon- 
stitutional and unprecedented process to 
exclude me from thé house of representa- 
tives. In behalf of/Mmyself and my con- 
stituents, comprising the entire popu‘a- 
tion of the state of Utah, I did al] I 
could to maintain the position to which 
they had elected me, but the house or 
representatives, under the whip and spur 
of popular sentiment, has decided to ex- 
clude me from the house. I have con- 
| tended for my rights and the rights of 
|'my constituents, single-handed and 
| alone, to the best of my ability. but have 
| been overwhelmed !by force of numbers. 

“Notwithstanding all that has been 
| said, the people of Utah are not a jawless 
/ people.* Those of them who have been in- 
| volved in the past in the plural marriage 
system, one taught and sanctioned by the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, are not wanton violators of the 
laws, but finding themselves in the posi- 
tion where the law commands to do one 
thing and moral obligation, sacredly en- 
tered into under the sanction of the Mor- 
' mon church, commands to do another, 
they are placed in a very trying situa- 
tion, and some of them, inc:uding myself, 
may have found 
their moral obligation as 
upon their

Money Speaks on the Negro Problem. 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, replied to 
the speech of Mr. Pritchard, of North 
Carolina, relating to the proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution of North Caro- 
lina. He maintained. that the proposed 
amendment was constitutional because 
many other states had embodied in their 
constitutions an educational qualification 
for suffrage and further because Mr. 
Pritchard had admitted there were 50,000 
negroes in North Carolina who could 
read and consequently the amendment 
did not discriminate against the negroes. 
Mr. Money held that the whole constitu- 
tional amendf¥ent on suffrage ‘would 
stand or fall as a whole and in response 
to an inquiry by ‘Mr. Davis, of Minnesota, 
said that in his opinion if one section’ of 
the amendment were declared to be un- 
constitutional the decision would carry 
down the entire amendment, This opin- 
ion was controverted by both Mr. Davis 
and Mr. Pritchard, of North Carolina.

He denied that the Illinois Central want- 
ed to buy the |Mobile and Ohio or had 
made any offer to purchase through any 
person or any official of the; Mobile and 
Ohio, 

“This Chicago broker did not set any 
price and no figures were mentioned. | 
did not tell him how much he could beg 
the road for or how much he could prob- 
ably ibuy it for. I told him that the only 
way to buy we road was to buy a ma- 
jority of the securities which controlled 
it. In order to do that I told thim he 
would have to see the owners of the 
securities. 

“I will say now that these securities 
are 4 per cent bonds to the amount of 
$9,500,000.

The 
Richmond and Washington Air-Line rail- 
road offers to furnish the state a bond 
of $200,000 in which it agrees to indemnify 
the state against any uecrease in its an- 
nual revenue from the Richmond. Fred- 
ericksburg and Potomac railroad for the 
term of five years, and obligates itself 
to buy from the state its holdings in the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
railroad of stock and dividend obligations.

Bridges’s 
counsel made a magnificent fight for him 
and the state’s case was handied in mas- 
terly style by Solicitor General Mose 
Wright. The jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty with a recommendation that he be 
punished for a.misdemeanor. 

It was optional with Judge Henry ts 
ignore this recommendation if he saw fit 
and Bridges was sentenced to four years 
in the penitentiary. Again the case was 
appealed tothe supreme court. After it 
was first argued, the judges requested re- 
arguing, which was done. 

This is Bridges’s last hope, anid it ‘s in- 
evitable that he shal] serve his sentence 
out. He left here in December to go to 
Texarkana, Texas, to spend the holidays 
wito his family, who had moved there 
several months previously.;He has not 
returned, but he has been wired, and 
every one believes he will return of his 
own volition. If he does not do so soon, 
an officer will go for him. 

He is under a $5,000 bond signed by the 
Everetts and Bridgcs of this county, who 
are his relatives. No case in the history 
of Floyd county ever attracted so mucn 
attention or caused 


every inch of the ground. Representing 
Bridges have been Fouche & Fouche,Judge 
Branham, J. W. Ewing, Rowell & Rowell 
and C. T. Clements. Solicitor Mose Wright, 
Harper Hamilton and Judge G. A. H. Har- 
ris have represented the state. 

W. M. Bridges was an ordained Bape 
tist minister at the time he was county 
school commissioner and the shortage in 
his office was discovered. His church since 
expelled him from the ministry and mem- 
bership. Several months ago he announced 
his intention to preach in spite of ali 
obstacles, and delivered several sermons 
at independent churches. He is about 
fifty-five years of age now, and has a 
wife, two grown daughters and three 
sons. His eldest daughter, Miss Nola 
Bridges, ig employed in the office of one 
of the Fulton county officials. His wife. 
second daughter and two young sons are 
living in Texarkana.

HOW SHE ENTERTAINED IN WASHINGTON 


Though They Said They Were ‘Plain 
People from Tennessee,” None Were 
More Popular Than the Johnsons. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., January 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Mrs, Martha Patterson, the oldest 
child of President Andrew Johnson, is 
Still lying at the point of death at the 
Johnson homestead in Greeneville, a 
quiet old town in east Tennessee, She 
is now in her seventy-second year. Her 
health has been failing for some time, 
and her death has been expected momen- 
tarily for two or three weeks. 

Mrs. Patterson was the 
white house during her father’s adminis- 
tration an&kwas therefore ‘‘the first lady 
of the land” at that time. The following 
is a biographical sketch of this interesting 
old lady. which has been approved by a 
member of the family: 

Mrs. Martha J. Patterson. wife of Sen- 
ator David T. Patterson, and eldest child 
of President Andrew Johnson, Was born 
October 25, 1828. in a building on Main 
Street near Snapp’s opera house, known as 
the Russell property, about 100 yards from 
the now famous tailor shop where Presi- 
dent Johnson pursued the humble calling 
of making clothes. There she Was nur- 
tured and taught by her gifted father and 
devoted mother, and in the schools of the 
town she received the rudiments ef an : 
ucation which she finished at a collegefin 
Georgetown, D, C. In her childhood she 
was thoughtful and studious, helpfui to 
her parents and seemed to care 
little for the sport and romp of 
school = children. Thus disposed to 
voluntarily assume responsibilities, 
she was developing an intellect 
and character which would be capable of 
meeting with the heavy demands that 
were to made upon her in after life. She 
attended school in Georgetown during the 
administration of President Pelk, and be- 
ing an intimate acquaintance of ‘the presi- 
dent’s family, she was privileged to visit 
the executive household frequently. She 
often spoke of how, on the occasion of 
those visits. she would be oppressed by 
the dignity of the surroundings; but 
being of observant habits and pessessed 
of a retentive memory, she was building 
better than she knew, by watching close- 
ly the customs and manners of enter- 
tainment, down to the smallest detail. 
After returning to her home from school 
she was married, December 13, 1856, to 
Hon. David T. Patterson, then a prom- 
ising young attorney and circuit judge, 
and afterwards United States senator

Sudden Drop of Thirty-Four Degrees 
in Twelve Hours. 


BLIZZARD CAME FROM THE NORTHWEST 


January Weather Has Been Greatly 
in Excess of the Normal—The 
Change Was Greatly Felt.

The cold wave, headed from the north- 
west, struck Atlanta yesterday, and in 
twelve hours the mercury took a tumble 
Of 34 degrees. At the time of the tast 
observation the quicksilver stood at %% 
degrees above zero with every indication 
that it had not reached the bottom of its 


downward flight. 


Thirty-four degrees change in twelve 
hours is a remarkable one and the sudden 
lowering of the temperature was felt all 
the more for the reason that the weather 
has been Unusually warm for the past 
five days, each day being from 6 to 10 
bove the normal temperature.

All day long the 
streets were crowded” with pedestrians 
who found the weather too pleasant to 
Stay in doors. There was absolutely no 
Suggestion of rain. Toward night there 
was considerable humidity in the atmos- 
phere which made the air difficult to 
breathe and gave one that “sticky’”’ feel- 
ing. 

Up to a late hour Thursday morning 
there was absolutely no indication of a 
change toward cold, although there was 
indication of rain. At 12 o’clock a slight 
shower fell and for some ‘thhours the sky 
Was overcast. Immediately after the rain 
it began to grow colder. The mercury 
dropped very little at first, however, the 
bleak wind from the northeast making it 
appear colder than it really was. About 
3 o'clock in the afternoon the sun shone 
out brightly, but its rays were too feeble 
to “take the edge off of the nipping 
breezes. 

Mr. Marbury stated yesterday that the 
cold wave from the northwest was. on 
the way and that Atlanta would doubtless 
feel a touch of it in a few hours. He 
did not expect, however, excessively cold 
weather. 

Judging by the records of the past, it 
is about time that Atlanta was getting 
real cold weather. It was just about 
this time last year that the first evidences 
of the cold wave to come made their ap- 
pearance. Up to that time the weather 
had been unusually mild. The last days 


| of January, 1899, were much colder than 


the first part of the month, or any period 
in December, and the temperature con- 
tinued to grow steadily colder until Feb- 
ruaryv, when the full force of the coldest 
Wave spent itself, beginning February 
13th and continuing for several days. 

The coldest wave. of last year. will 
scarcely be repeated in 1900. It was a 
record breaker for all the preceding years 
that any accurate account of temperature 
has been kevt in Atlanta. But going on 
the time-honored assumption that a cold 
e inter follows in the wake of a hot sum- 
mer, there will be many cold days before 
spring.

Petition of Company To Change the 
Nelson Street Line Refused. 


COLLINS PARK PEOPLE OPPOSED IT 


Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
Has Until February 24th To 
Complete System.

The cougcil committee on electric and 
other railways reported adversely on the 
res“‘ution introduced by Councilman Pope 
at the last meeting of council asking that 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
be not required to build its lines on Ash- 
by, Park and Lee streets, Greensferry 
avenue and Chestnut street. It develop- 
ed at the meeting that the railway com- 
pany was anticipating such a decision 
and is already proceeding with the con- 
struction of the tracks called for in the 
original contract. 

The consideration of the resolution was 
resumed at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
at the mayor’s office. having been 
poned from Wednesday’s meeting. The 
representatives of both the railway com- 
panies were on hand and took up the 
matter where they left off Wednesday. 

The committee. however, had the bene- 
fit of a discovery made in the meantime 
by Councilman Roy. The doctor went out 
to West End to see a patient Wednesday 
afternoon and discovered that the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company was 
working with might and main to get its 
tracks laid on the very streets which the 
resolution was asking tg be exempted 
from the contract. 

President Woodruff stated that the 
company had such a short time to com- 
plete its system that it had determined 
not to wait longer on any probable action 
of council, but had begun work on the 
Streets as designated in the original 
grant. He said the lines would be finish- 
ed by the next meeting of counci! and 
that the committee could spare itself the 
consideration of the resolution. He dis- 
Claimed any connection «with the author- 
ship of the resolution and said that it 
had emanated in the first place from 
citizens of West End. 

Wants To Change Lines. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany had a pétition before: the commit- 
tee asking to change its line so that it 
could use the tracks of the Atlanta 
Raibway Company on Nelson street for 
300 feet from the intersection of Nelson 
and Chape] streets to where the Mne di- 
verges at Tatnall street and to be re- 
lieved from building the lines on Chapel 
and Haynes streets. The discussion ves- 
terday seemed to be mostly on this peti- 
tion. The representatives of the Collins 
Park and Belt Line took the position that 
this request on the part of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company placed 
them under the operation of the general 
ordinance covering street railways pass- 
ed by council] August 17th and approved 
August 22, 1899. It was under this ordi- 
nange that the franchise was given to 
the Tollins Park and Belt Line. 

President Atkinson, of the Collins Park 
company, said that the ordinance stated 
that any request for changes or  ad- 
ditional grants made by the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company placed it under 
the provisions of the general ordinance. 
By the fact of its having made the re- 
quest, he said he thought it should be 
made to conform to the general ordi- 
nance. The general ‘ordinance requires 
all street railways operating under it to 
pay 5 per cent of its earnings into the 
city treasury. He said the Collins Park 
line would be willing to pay this tribute 
to the city if it could be placed on an 
equal footing.

Specific trades 
will not be taught, the tool education 
will be liberal, extending impartially 
through all the shops. It is not expected 
that every boy who attends the school 
will become a mechanic, but we have 
reason to believe that a boy’s experience 
in the school will clearly indicate wheth- 
er he is fit to become a mechanic or not.”’ 

It was after St. Louis had shown the 
s00d example, that Baltimore, Chicago, 
Fau Clare, Toledo, New York, Philadel- 
phia, New Haven, Cincinnati, Minneapo- 
lis and soston had manual training 
schools prior to 189. Here the statement 
Was made, surprising to many in the au- 
Cience, that, aczording to national educa- 
i¢ral statistics in 1896, manuel training 
WaiS an essential feature in the public 
school courses of ninety-five cities, while 
the recent widespread interest in this 
phase of education ccupled with the 
ieadiness of the American people to take 
what 1s good makes it safe to state that 
ihe number jhas grown from 95 to 195.

How To Clear Ribbons. 


Now that ribbons are extensively 
worn it is quite worth while to know how 
to clean them successfully and easily. 

The two methods here given have been 
put to the practical test many times 
over, so there need be no hesitancy about 
trying either one through fear of failure 
or of unsatisfactory results. 

The first method is exceedingly simple 
and answers the purpose for all except 
white ribbons or those that are very 
ly mussed. Fill a fruit jar apout 
half full of gasoline—more or less, ac- 
cording to the amount of riobon to be 
cleaned. Piace the soiled ribbons

glass 


in it 
all colors, lengths and Kinds may go in at 
screw the cover on. tightly. 
bottie occasionally and leave 
it closed for from two to six hours or 
over night. Then take out the ribbons, 
shake each oné@ well and hang it to dry 
in the open air. The ribbons will be clean 
and the dirt will found in the bottom 
of the jar. Of course, the ribbons need 
a thorough airing and sun bath to re- 
move the odor of the gasoline, but that is 
all. No pressing is required, as the gaso- 
line does not affect them as water would. 
The clear gasoline shou:d be pdured off 
without disturbing that at the bottom; 
then the dirt which has settled at the 
bottom should be emptied out, and the 
clear gasoline put back, ready for use 
another time. Keep it tightly covered, 
and, of course, never use it near a fire, 
because of the danger of its igniting. 
The gasoline wil] turn white ribbons 
yellow, this method not advisable 
for them. It also leaves the ribbons i

Bases Disapproval on Opinion of City 
Attorney. 


ATTORNEY’S OPINION GIVEN 


Says Company Cannot Contract To 
Furnish Steam Heat. 


ORDINANCE PASSED COUNCIL Twice 


Petitioner for the Franchise Is At- 
lanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany—What Mayor Says. 


Mayor Woodward vetoed the 
heating ordinance, a® predicted. 

The mayor bases his disapproval of the 
ordinance on the opinion of City Attorney 
Anderson and Assistant City Attorney 
Pendleton that the petitioner has no avu- 
thority under its charter to contract with 
the people of Atlanta to furnish them 
with steam heat. 

The ordinance, as passed twice py the 
council and twice concurred in by ‘the 
aldermanic board, granted the Atlanta 
Railway andj Power Company the right to 
lay pipes through the gtreeis fur the 
purpose of furnishing steam ‘theat to office 
buildings and residences. Provisions were 
incorporatted in the ordinan@e guarantee- 
ing the city 2 per cent of the gross earn- 


steam- 


ings of the company at the expiratiSn of 
‘twenty years, and limiting the pressure 


of steam to fifts pounds as a safeguard 
against explosions. ’ 

The opinion of 'the city attorneys, which 
was requested by the mayor, is given in 
the following communication; 

“Atlanta. Ga, January 24, 190).—Hon. 
J. G Woodward, Mayor Dear Sir: You 


/ ask my opinion on the question: ‘Has the 


Atlanta Railway and Power Company the 
authority to contract with the people of 
furnish them steam heat?’ I 
no. The state code, section 2181, 
gives electric rdilway companies the right 
to furnish ‘electric light and _ electric 
power.’
